If you want a meal of garlic, there 
are two methods. One is garlic soup, 
a ghastly dish, The other is to stiék a 
jeg of lamb full of at least two dozen 
cloves of garlic and then simmer it for 
hours this, I swear, is not half 
bad, though it sounds awful. This dish 
is found in Perigord, and often left there. 


ON TOP of the salad you put a small 
amount of chopped-up onion and 
parsley, When you use raw onion in 
salads you should remember that most 
of your guests hate it. So go easy on 
it. And after you've chopped it up, rinse. 
it in cold water, and then squeeze it very 
hard in a towel. This removes much of 
its crudity. It also ruins the towel for 
further use until washed ... washed 
by itself, too, and not with hankies that 
retain a faint souvenir of it if 
3 n't believe in many rinses. Pro- 
fessional laundries use something like 
12 to 16 rinses . Which is why they 
don't have to use harsh soaps, or much 
soap. If I tried even six rinses, my 
septic tank and my water heater would 
go on strike simultaneously. 


But getting back to the Andalusian 

salad, whose rice and onions need 
only a few rinses, should use a 
French dressing to be correct. And I 
think it tagtes better (here) than may- 
onnaise. But as I just said, mayonnaise 
has a wonderful friendship for cold rice, 
never forget that.

And the Treaty 


BY WALTER LIPPMANN,

BEFORE too much is said about “the 
new Europe,” which is, so they say, 
to be a federation modeled after the 
United States, we must remember that 
the eastern frontier of the new Europe 
is now in the middle of Germany and at 

the Potsdamerplatz in Berlin. 

The military treaty with. Germany 
which was signed in Paris rests on the 
assumption. that this 
grim and dangerous 
condition of affairs 
will continue  indef- 
initely. It is recognized 
that a reunited Ger- 
many would require a 
new treaty. That is 
why a dry and cool, 
rather than a hot and 
ardent, treatment of 
these events is likely 
to save us from those 
excesses of hope and then.of frustration 
which we have experienced again and 
again, 

That is why the German parties both 
of the Left and of the Right are care 
fully dissociating themselves from active 
support of this treaty, even though, I 
feel sure, they realize how much Ger- 
many has gained in these negotiations, 
The parties of the Right and of the 
Left are looking to the future when, as 
they expect, the nationalist forces in 
Germany must come to the top. 

Even though Dr. Adenauer has done 
brilliantly well in restoring Germany's 
power, his government with its capital 
at Bonn has by its very nature a vested 
interest in the continuing partition of 
Germany. It is a reasonable certainty 
that the political future lies with those 
who are identified with the effort to 
end the partition of Germany 

The existing relations in Western 
Europe ar therefore, provisional and 
transitory. The practical question—which 
is of the greatest importance—is how 
long these provisional relationships will 
endure 

The first critical test, assuming that 
the treaties are ratified, will be in the 
West German elections of 1953. There 
are many indications that the tide is 
running against the Adenauer coalition 
and that it does not now have among 
the West German voters a_ dependable 
plurality as against the Socialists on the 
one hand and the neo-Nazis on the other, 
Events -might, of course, conceivably 
reverse this tide and strengthen the 
Adenauer government, 


SOVIET POLICY 

In any event it is most probable that 
Soviet policy in Germany Is directed to 
the 1953 West German election, and that 
its immediate objective is the defeat of 
the Adenauer coalition, 

It will try to demonstrate to the Ger- 
mans that the Bonn Republic is unable 
to take care adequately of West Berlin 
and that it is unable to bring about the 
reunification of Germany 

What the Bonn government 
like is a few years in which it could 
rearm, rebuild, and prosper before it 
had to dea] seriously with the questions 
of Berlin and of Germa 
spirit of the Bonn policy is to say that 
eventually these hard questions” will 
have to be dealt with but let us try not 
to deal with them now. 

If only there could be a moratorium, 
a kind of politica] armistice, on these 
dangerous issues, then all. kinds of 
measures could be taken looking toward 
integration, federation and the like in 
Western Europe.

Socialism Said Sure Forerunner 
Of Full National Regimentation 


Social Credit has no use for 
Socialism of any kind and the 
type advocated by the C.C.F, is 
only a “pink copy of what is 
going on in Russia,” Alberta 
|Economic Affairs Minister A. J. 
|Hook told a York Theatre meet- 
ing Tuesday night. 
| Devoting a large portion of his 
jaddress to criticism of Socialism, 
|Mr. Hook stressed that Social 
|Credit does not believe in mon- 
| opolies 

“And the worst type is a gov- 
jernment monopoly. Social Credit 
|tirmty believes in private enter- 
prise,” the minister said. 
| He scoffed at opponents’ state- 
ments that election of a Social 
Credit government in B.C, would 
scare investors away. 
| Exclusive of oll and gas, the 
minister contended, $96,500,000 
has been invested in new indus 
tries in Alberta this year. Total 
capitalization of new companies 
is $176,572,000, he said. The min- 
ister said the investment has been 
increasing annually. 

“Does that sound as: though 
Social Credit scares away capi- 
tal?” he asked. 


Getting back to Socialism, Mr 
Hook declared there is no such 
thing as “mild Socialism.” It 
may start mildly, he continued, 
but one regulation leads to an- 
other and regimentation results. 

Social Credit, he said, believes 
in economic security and individ- 
ual freedom. 


WON'T GAMBLE 

Noting Alberta C.C.F.’ers say 
the government should take over 
the oil fields, Mr. Hook said So- 
cial Crediters would “rather let 
the people gamble with their own 
money instead of the government 
gambling it for them.” 

In 1951, he said, oi] companies 
invested $200,000,000 in drilling 
for oil. It is a risky business and 
costs a lot of money, he said 

“The Alberta government re 
ceived $36,000,000 in revenue 
from oil last year and didn’t 
gamble any money. That's the 
safe way,” the minister stated. 

Dealing with the reduction of 
Alberta's debt from $167,000,000 
in 1939 to $98,000,000 in 1951 
(“and enough in the kitty to pay 


it all off' anytime”), Mr. Hook 
admitted that oil has helped. 

“But don’t forget Leduc didn't 
happen until 1947, The Social 
Credit government hadn't bor- 
rowed any money before that, and 
hasn't since,” he said. 

Quoting figures, the minister 
denied that the Alberta govern 
ment has been able to reduce its 
debt because it has been stingy 
with grants for municipalities. He 
said it is true that debt in a few 


of the larger municipalities has} 


increased, “but no rural munici- 
palities have a dollar of deben- 
ture debt left.” 


“But the municipalities were 
able to borrow the money from 
the provincial government at 2 
per cent, amortized over 20 years 
from the self-liquidating projects’ 
fund. Don't you think it pays 
them to go into debt when they 
can borrow at such rates?" Mr 
Hook asked his audience. 

Referring to the old-line par 
ties in B.C., he said “you can't 
make a good omelette out of two 
stale eggs.” 

“You found that out here, 
didn't you?” Mr. Hook asked. 


B.C.'S BLIND POPULATION 
GROWS AT ALARMING RATE 


»Number of registered blind persons in Victoria and else- 
where in British Columbia has increased alarmingly in the last 
six years, it is reported by the Western Division, Canadian 
National Institute for the Blind, 


A factor in the 60 per cent increase is the number of babies 
born blind, Miss Stark said. 


She explained that babies born prematurely were prone 
to eye diseases. 

Since the medical profession was able to save many pre- 
mature children who in former years would have died, the 
incidence of blindness was consequently higher, she said 

In Vancouver, the increase in the number of blind persons 
was described by C.N.1B. officials as “alarming.” 

There are now 2,663 registered blind in B.C.

C.C.F. Makes Strong Bid in Quebec Provincial Vote 


By ‘BRIAN O'LEARY 
Times Ottawa Correspondent 


MONTREAL, June 4—The 
C.C.F. will make its first ma- 
jor bid for votes in French- 
speaking Quebec in'the com- 
ing provincial election July 16. 

The Sorialists will run 25 can- 
didates, the largest number of 
C.C.F.-er's ever entered in a Que- 
bec election, either provincially 
or federally: Most of them will 
run in the Montreal area. 

Mme. Therese Casgrain, C.C.F 
provincial leader, said the C.C.F 
“does not believe that the policy 
of waste, extravagance, corrup- 
tion and anti-labor legislation will 
be corrected by electing the Lib- 
erais-or returning Mr. Duplessis 
to office. 


“The C.C.F. party will continue 
its fight to protect the interests 
of the common people against the 
Liberal and Union Nationale 
parties, whose policies favor the 
special interests of big business,” 
she added. 

Mme. Casgrain, the widow of a 
‘former Mackenzie King cabinet 
minister, did not give any details 
on what seats in the province 
would be contested 

Nor did slie say whether she 
would run as a candidate or not 
Quebec voters, have been inclined 
in the’ past to Shy away from 
women politicians. Women only 
got the right to vote in provin- 
cial elections a litJe over 10 
years ago. 

Mme, Casgrain did at one time 
contest a federal by-election in 


Quebec -as—an-—anti-conscription 
Independent Liberal. She lost 
badly then 

Despite the fact that Quebec 
is one of the most highly indus 
tralized provinces in Canada, the 
C.C.F., which looks to labor for 
its major support, has never been 
able to crack French-speaking 
Canada either federally or pro 
vincially. 


In the last provincial election 
in Quebec in July, 1948, the C.C.F 
ran seven candidates. In 
three cases, the C.C.F.-er ran last 
and in the other four, the C.C.F 
candidate trailed badly. All seven 
C.C.F. candidates Jost their de 
posits in the 1948 Quebec pro 
vincial election 

In the 1949 federal election, the 
C.C.F. put up 20 men in Quebec

It seems to me that women are 
becoming more and more con 
scious of the fact that posture 
plays a tremendous role in the 
beauty of their figures. When 
mother used to say, “Hold your 
shoulders up,” we thought of it 
more as health advice than as a

Stand erect. Raise the arms 
forward, to a shoulder-height, 
shoulder-width apart position.

Legion Urges Government to Help 
Eskimo Girl Would Rather Educate Children of Killed Vets 


OTTAWA, June 4 (CP)—The 
|Canadian Legion Tuesday asked 
the federal government to help 
finance the university or voca 
tional training studies of children 
of service men killed in action. 

A brief read to the commons’ 
committee of veterans’ affairs by 
the legion’s new president, Dr. C. 
B.- Lumsden of Wolfville, N.S. 
asked that a policy be instituted 
for children of deceased service 
men similar to that for single 
student veterans attending uni 
versity dr vocational training 
schools. 

The legion estimated that 1,150 
children would benefit during a 
17-year period. The total cost up 
to 1968 would be- $2,345,000, in 
creasing from $60,000 in the com 
ing year to.a maximum of $260.- 
000 in 1961-62.
